tesUlled 
to day hefore the 
senate 
committee investigating the diBaster. 
He said that Captain Stanley Lord 
of the Californian refused later to 
go to the aid of the Titanic, 
the 
rockets from which could be plainly 
seeh. 
This Captain Lord denied, but 
both he and his wireless operator ac- 
knowledged to having seen rockets. 
Their Bblp, the said, Was fast in the 
ice. 


Gill BUbmitted an affidavit to the 
committee and when Hworn and put 
on the stand Ktuck'' to his charges 
against the captain oi the Californ- 
ian. 
He said he was Htanding on 
the deck late Sunday night when he 
sighted a great .ship sweeping along 
at top Bpeod about ten miles off. He 
did not know it was the Titanic, but, 
he made out readily that it wan not 
a freighter or a small 
vessel 
be- 
cause of the manner in whicli it waa 
Illuminated. 
Some time 
later he 
saw distress rockets on the horizon. 
He Bays the captain u^is appraised 
of these signals, but made no effort 
to get up Kteara to go to the rescue. 
The Californian was drifting 
with 
the Ice. 
So indignant did he become, 
said Gill, that he andeavored to re- 
cruit a committee of protést 
from 
among the crew, but the men failed 
him. 


Denial by l.(«nl. 


Captain Lord entered a swoeping 
denial of Gill's accusations and read 
from the Californian's log to sup- 
port his contentions. 
Cyril Evans, 
the Californian's wireless operator, 
however, told of hearing much talk 
among the crew who were critical 
of the captain's course. 
Gill, 
he 
said, told him he expected 
to get 
l&OO fcj his story when the 
ship 
reached Boston. 


Evans told of having warned the 
Titanic only a brief time before the 
great vessel crashed into the berg. 
• thfti th©-86a was. crowded wiih ice. 
The Titanic's operators, ho said, at 
the time were working 
with 
the 
wireless station at Cape Race, and 
they told him to "shpt up and keep 
out." 


Within a half hour the pride of the 
sea was crumpled and sinking. 


One Ilefonn 
OHain. 


It developed to day that one re- 
form that is certain to i^pring from 
the present investigation will be en- 
forced in the wireless rooms of ships 
entering or leaving American ports. 
This concerns lack of authority over 
the operators, pay, hours and free- 
dom from responsibility, as brought 
out In the; testimony to date. 
Sen- 
ator Smith, its chairman, announced 
publicly that such legislation was in- 
evitable. 


When Lord took the witness stand 
late to day he was prepared to enter 
a sweeping denial of the statements 
of Ernest Gill and did so. 
Using the 
log book of the Californian to assist 
in telling his story. 
Captain Lord 
said that about 10:1.5 Sunday night 
he got in communication with 
the 
Titanic and told that ship the Cali- 
fornian was Eurrounded by ice and 
had stopped. 
This notice to 
the 
Titanic, he said, was a matter 
of 
courtesy. 
The Titanic answered and 
told us to "shut up and keep out," 
said Captain Lord. 
He had'no fur- 
ther communication with the Titanic 
They were then about 
miles 


apart. 


Got Call Next Morning. 


Lord said he did not get the Ti- 
tanic's "C, D. Q." call, but got it 
the next morning from the Virginian 
and he started 
immediately 
full 
speed for the Titanic. 
Captain Lord 
said ihe saw none of the Titanic's 
signals. 
Captain Lord said he got 
word of the wreck at 0 o'clock In the 
morning and was at the scene at 
8:30, when they drew alongside the 
Carpathia. 


Captain Lord said there was very 
little wreckage to be seen and 
no 
bodies. 
* Captain Lord remained .searching 
from 8:30 to 11:30 a. m. and saw no 
further signs of the Titanic. 


Witness said his wireless operator 
had gone to bed before 11:4(5 Sun- 
day night. 


Not Distt-ess Signals. 
Captain Lord said he was on the 
bridge himself until 10:30 Sunday 
night and that 
the 
watch 
was 
doubled. 
At that time. Lord said, 
the officer in charge said he thought 
he saw a light, but they had been 
having trouble with the stara—mis- 
taking them for lights. 
A ship came 
within four or five miles of them, 
hut he was certain it' was not 
the 
Titanic. 
She sent up several rockets 
but did not answer the Callfornian's 
calls. 
Lord said 
he had 
a "faint 
recollection of hearing a cabin boy 
about 4 o'clock say something about 
the ship still standing by| 
Soon aft- 
er that she steamed 
away. 
This 
boat sent up several white rockets, 
but they were not distress signals." 


The first news of the wreck came 
from the Frankfurt and then 
the 
Virginian sent word and later sent 
another message asking that word 
of the extent of the damage be sent 
her.

Favorable to Tills 
Industry 
in 
Illinois. 
A fundamental principle of profit­ 
able sheep feeding is that it goes 
hand in hand with the general farm. I 
No kind of meat animal fits into the 
economy of tho diversified farm bet­ 
ter than does sheep, 
it has boon re­ 
peatedly urged and demonstrated by 
practical farmers that the sheep In­ 
dustry may be made i)crmanent and, 
proflltable in this state. 


Twenty-flve years ago the fatten­ 
ing of Western sheep for market was 
the beginning of a new Industry In 
Hllnols. 
At that time only matured 
sheep, wethers and old ewes were 
shipped from the range, for wool 
rather than mutton v.as of greatest' 
Importance to the ranchman, 
but 
with the drop In the price of wool 
In 1893, the eastward movement of 
lambs for feeding purposes began. 
Over 80 per cent of the sheep now 
found at the western 
and 
central 
markets to be sold for feeding are 
lambs. 


Usually the best time to buy range 
sheep for feeding is in the latter part 
of July or first part of August and 
the number each feeder buys depends 
upon the amount of fall pasture and 
fall forage crops he is likely to have. 


Few purchases are made after Oct. 
1st, as the feeder desires to put the 
first gains on his sheep from their 
gleaning of tho fields, and for this 
purpose they are given the range of 
nearly all the fields of the farm. 


Kind of Feeders (o Buy. 


The successful feeder is careful in 
selecting his stock sheep. 
If he de­ 
sires to feed lambs, 
yearlings or 
wethers, he Is particular about their 
form, size, \velght, and their uni­ 
formity of quality and condition, as 
these are points that are considered 
by buyers when the sheep are fat­ 
tened and placed on the market. 


Most of our feeders come from 
Oregon, Idaho, Montana. Now Mexi­ 
co and Colorado. The gains the feed­ 
er Is able to make depends upon the 
size of the sheep and his abllltv to 
provide proper feed and care. 
The 
smaller tho sheep the less gain he h 
likely to make. 
Average gains of 
succe.ssful feeders are from 20 to 45 
pounds. 
The lighter weight, well 
finished lambs, yearlings and wethers 
have commanded the highest prices 
the past five years, as the buyers 
have discriminated against the heavy 
weight in all classes.

In tho main, sheep feeding, as now 
practiced in Illinois, involves secur­ 
ing feeder.s early enough In auomn 
to consume the fall growth of grass 
and weeds from the farm fields. They 
are turned into tho corn fields either 
before or after the corn is harvest­ 
ed. 
In these fields the farmer ijas 
usually sown soy bcuns, cow pens o^ 
rape at the last cultivation of the 
corn, btit w’hen the slieep first arrive 
from the west it Is best to turn them 
on blue grass pasture or pasture not 
so succu’* ' 
^ • -a n g e their di­ 
gestion and i,;..:.uuny worked on to 
clover, then to the fields of rape, soy 
beans or cow peas. 
Sometimes the 
sheep are allowed to harvest tho corn 
but more frequently to consume the 
corn that was overlooked In gather­ 
ing, the edible part of the stalks, and 
the forage crop in the corn, 


.It is sometimes po.«sible to mar- 
ket the animals fat from the fields 
.but the more successful 
feedera 
finish with harvested crops; at least 
half the grain necessary to put tho 
animals in marketable condition Is 
secured in the fields, the grains se­ 
cured in the cleaning up fields var­ 
ies according to the suijplv of feed 
to be secured in them, and the cli­ 
mate conditions, 
A grain of 
10 
pounds per head is about the aver­ 
age. 
"With occasional change 
to 
other pasture sheep do well on rape, 
and to eeed an acre to this crop in 
the hii?t cultivation of tho corn, costs 
25 cents. 
Tho rape in tho 
corn 
grows from 12 Inches to two feet 
according to seasonal conditions, 


I'Vom Fiehls to Feed liot. 


The transition from the fields to 
tho feed lot is an lmi)ortant one, 
W’hen the forage in the fields be­ 
gins to get short, the sheep «hould 
be fed a little grain on the pasture, 
or in the trou,'?hs. This feed should 
be gradually Increased as Held for­ 
age lessenfi until the animals are on 
full feed, wiion they should be fed 
twlco a day reguarly In flat bottom­ 
ed troughs in tho yards, while tho al 
faifa, soy bean, or cow pea hav is 
fed in sheds from tho mows. 
The 
animals should be provided 
with 
plenty of shed room in the feeding 
yards to protect them from cold 
ralUH and storms, and tho sheds 
should be well liedded with strav,' 
to keep them dry and clean. 
Corn, 
cotton-s€»od meal, oil meal, 
corn 
fodder, corn ensilage and alfalfa as 
well as soy beans and cow peas are 
used In llnlshing for nfarkot. 
The 
rations that have proven advantage­ 
ous aro .one part oil or cotton-seed 
meal to h Ix parts corn 1)y weight: 
corn ensUago 
with 
alfalfa 
hay. 
Some feeders have discontinued tho 
use of car corn. They say the sheep 
do not take enotigh corn from tho 
cob to make satisfactory gralifs. 


üf 
sheep 
are in good 
flesh 
when taken from tho fields to the 
yards they should he finished 
for 
market In from 00 to 00' days. Dur- 
üiíg the pa.st few years tho later 
markets 
('March and April) 
hav. 
been the best, an sheep have brought 
higher prices than In January and 
February. 


The sticces.sful i^heep feeder caro 
fully watches his feed yards to see 
that all feed is iinlckly cleaned up 
by the animals. 
It is much bet 
ter to remove any stirplu’s than to 
leave It and llnd some 
animals 
“off their food,” 


With thin .system of sheep feed 
Ing tho farm er’s Holds are gleaned 
of cheap fet'd which, on many farms 
goes to waste; all noxious weeds 
are destroyed, tho feeding period 
begins after the farming operations 
are over and the sheep are llnlshed 
for market before spring work be 
gins; tho fiheep have made quick 
returns for the money invested an “ 
they have consumed- a part of tho 
year's crops on the farm to bo re 
turned to the soil In t|ie form 
manure. 


Vuhie (»f ]^lunure Im|M>Haiit 
The value of tho manure from tho 
sheep sheds and yards varlea accord- 


ing to the amount of Iwddihg used 
and concetratea fed. 
It is worth 
at least $2.00 per ton, and a careful­ 
ly conducted exiieriment on a farm 
in Knox County showed that where 
eight tons per acre were applied 
the value of increase on the six fol­ 
lowing crops, over those of the un­ 
treated ad'Jolning acre, was $10.00.
